A step toward better throwing 


One baseball skill in which the 
average player can stand a lot of 
improvement is the apparently 
simple action of throwing, Right 
from the first time he picks’ up 
a ball, a youngster has to throw, 
yet very few baseball players 
learn to throw correctly. 

One of the important factors af- 
fecting the efficiency of your 
throw is the stride forward. If 
its’ too long, you'll lack control; 
too short, and you'll lose power. 
The step should be the same length 
every time otherwise your control 
will be as erratic as your step. 

The ideal stride is about six 
to eight inches long. Next time 
you're tossing a baseball around, 
check: to see how your stride 
measures up..Is it too long? Too 
short? Does the length change 
everytime you throw? ; 

To develop an even stride, place 


,|a@ target onthe ground six to eight 


inches in front of your lead foot 
in your “ready to throw” stance. 
Throw the ball back and forth 
with a friend, changing your speed 
on every throw, but trying to hit 
that target with your front foot 


every time. Remember, too, that 
your foot should point straight 
ahead at the spot you're aiming, 
not off to the side. 

Work at this drill every day. 
You may have to keep it up for 
a month or two before your stride 
becomes “grooved,” but the effort 
will really pay off later in your 
baseball career. 

Groove Your Approach — The 
first‘ fundamental of any jumping 
event—broad Jump, high - jump, 
pole vault, hop, step and jump— 
is the approach. Unfortunately, it 
is also the most overlooked. But 
unless this approach is “grooved” 
so that you reach the right take- 
off spot, every time, you can’t con- 
centrate on the actual jump. 

Jesse Owens, the world record 
holder for the broad jump, could 
run through his approach perfectly 
10 times out of 10 blindfolded, 

At your next practice, before 
you do any actual jumping, run 
through your approach 10 or 15 
times, Do it at the beginning of 
every jumping practice and you'll 
find that it will really. pay off‘ in 
added confidence and distance as 
the season goes on.

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Support for dry 


skimmed milk 


The Minister of Agriculture, the 


‘) Right Honorable James G. Gardin- 


er, announced recently that the 
Agricultural Prices Support Board 
had been authorized to provide a 
support price for Canada First 
Grade dry skimmed milk on the 
basis of a price of 17 cents per 
pound for spray process and 14 
cents per pound for rollet process, 
f.o.b. storage at certain designated 
storage points throughout Canada. 

The Minister stated that he hop- 
ed by introducing this additional 
support for the dairy industry that 
sufficient stability would be pro- 
vided to encourage producers to 
maintain their present production 
of milk. Consumption of dry skim- 
med milk in Canada is increasing 
annually so it has been considered 
desirable to maintain approxi- 
mately the present market price 
for dry skimmed milk during the 
spring and summer flush produc- 
tion period.

Expectant. 
mothers get 
free vaccine 


Manitoba’s expectant mothers— 
and there are about 20,000 of them 
each year—can now receive free 
Salk vaccine under the provincial 
government's policy of extending 
the battle against the threat of 
polio. 

The new plan went into effect 
Monday (April 1), at the same 
time that the ‘immunization pro- 
gram for pre-school children (age 
six months to five years) was 
launched. Before this, free anti- 
polio vaccine was administered to 
children in the age five to Grade 
Nine group. 

Hon. R. W. Bend, minister of 
health, said vaccine for expectant 
mothers would be available, on ap- 
plication of family physicians, 
from health units and health of- 
ficers. In-each case, the physicians 
must submit the names of tHe ex- 
pectant mothers for whom the 
free vaccine is intended. This, said 
Mr. Bend, is for record purposes. 

The physician administers the 
vaccine himself, unlike the chil- 
dren’s immunization programs 
where health units and health of- 
ficers do the actual vaccinating. 

The minister said past experi- 
ence shows children under 15 and 
expectant. mothers seem most sus- 
ceptible to polio. 

He suggested, however, that 
adults up to the age of 40 would 
be wise to see their own doctors

| attention to just after the game 
often becomes so severe the next 
day that you can hardly move it. 
; This is particularly true of bruises 
}on the thighs and arms. 

Then, too, an area which is re- 
peatedly bruised can become cal- 
cified if it is not treated properly, 
and this can cause trouble. 

Here's what to do. 


As soon as you possibly can, 
apply- cold applications, such as 
ice or towels soaked in ice water. 
This must be done almost imme- 
diately in order to stop the in- 
ternal bleeding that causes the 
typical discolored appearance of 
the bruise. Very gentle rubbing of 
the affected area before the cold 
pack is applied also is a good idea. 
Keep the pack on for-at least half 
an hour. 


Remember, it is the immediate 
treatment of bruises that is most 
important. Five minutes of imme- 
diate medication is worth five 
hours later on. 


The next step should not be 
taken until 24 hours have elapsed. 
This is the application of heat, 
which helps increase the circula- 
tion in the injured area and thus 
aids in clearing away the fluid and 
blood that has leaked from the in- 
jured tissues. Heat Iamps, hot wa- 
ter and heat packs of liniment or 
analgesic balm are very helpful. 

Do not knead or pound the in- 
jured area. Gentle rubbing once 
the bruise has lost its soreness can 
be effective, but heavy massage is 
the same as massaging an open 
cut. Once the severe pain has left 
the bruise ,the athlete can start. 


‘moving it, gently. at first, to try 


to work out the stiffness that will 
hamper his movements. 
Remember, a neglected bruise 
will take a lot longer to heal and 
may cause trouble later on. Treat 
it properly and promptly, and 
you'll be-back in action far faster. 


DIABETES 


Many cases of diabetes exist, 
unsuspected by the persons af- 
fected. Until the disease has be- 
come established, it may not show 
symptoms identifiable by anyone 
but a doctor. People who are over 
40 and overweight are more sus- 
ceptible than the thinner and 
younger persons, therefore it is 
wise to have periodic medical 
tests, especially if there is a his- 
tory of diabetes in the family.

During the past few weeks the 
Saskatchewan. Rivers Development 
Association, through its President, 
has been in communication with 
the Federal Government. During 
conversations with. the Federal 
authorities about the South Sask- 
atchewan River project, it has 
been indicated that there were cer- 
tain points in ‘connection with the 
division of .responsibility between 
the Federal and Provincial Govern- 
ments which should be clarified. 
In a letter dated March 21st to 
Premier Douglas, Prime Minister 
St. Laurent outlined three points 
which he has asked the Province 
of Saskatchewan to agree to. These 
three points are: 

1. A commitment by the Prov- 
ince, whereby it would agree to 
pay 25 percent of the cost of the 
dam. : 

2. That payments be made an- 
nually’' as the work on the dam 
progresses. ; 

3. That the Province agree to 
pay the cost of the penstocks. 

On Saturday, March 30th, the 
President and Secretary of the 
SRDA met with Premier Douglas, 
Provincial Treasurer C. .M. Fines 
and Minister-of Agriculture I. C. 
Nollet, and discussed these three 
points. Premier Douglas and his 
colleagues indicated that they were 
prepared to comply with the three 
requests of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and to this end, an official 
communication over the signature 
of Premier Douglas went forward 
to the Prime Minister on April Ist.

A suitable seed ‘bed enabling 
grain to start well, is a most im- 
portant consideration when begin- 
ning spring work on the land, Earl 
Johnson, soil conservationist with 
the ‘Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, said recently. 


“If seed is handicapped by dry 
conditions, deep seeding, loose soil, 
weed competition. or rough surface, 
the young plants will be weak and 
the stand uneven, while some 
kernels will not even germinate.

“Finishing touches for seed bed 
preparation must be put on the 
land in spring. However, the fact 
that a crop will be sown should 
be kept in mind at all times during 
summerfallow operations. Lack of 
proper adjustinent of implements 
such as the cultivator can make 
ridges which will be'very difficut 
to correct in spring. 

‘‘Where seasonal conditions per- 
mit, spring cultivation should be 
carried out cnly when land is in a 
reasonably moist condition. Work- 
ng land too wet or too dry is often 
harmful. 

“The implement to.be used de- 
pends on soil conditions. The discer 
is a.good machine to use where 
soil drifiting is unlikely to occur. 
Where shallow, even depth cultiva- 
tion is possible, either the cultiva- 
tor or spring tooth harrow should 
be used to leave a better surface. 
Regardless of type of implement 
cultivation before seeding 
should be shallow and of an even 
depth.
